A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

.Line 10: After "mixed with said", delete "liquid", and insert -vapor-.Line 1 1 : After "inner bag", insert -as vapor--. Line 
15: Delete "for".Delete Line 16.Claims 14 and 24:Line 2: Delete "whereby only said heated and mixed liquid can be 
discharged from".Delete Line 3. Claim 20:Line 4: Delete "liquid" and insert -vapor-.Line 9: After "mixed with said", 
delete "liquid", and insert -vapor-.Line 10: After "inner bag", insert -as vapor-- .With respect to claim 12, Applicant 
maintains that the drawings are enabling in that Figure 2 shows liquid in the outer bag surrouding the second inner 
bag. However, the examiner maintains the disclosure is non-enabling since a substance such as coffee or tea is in the 
second inner bag when water, not vapor, is released from the first inner bag.. Applicant's representative will discuss 
amending claim 12 with the applicant.
